Expo 81 officials get right-of-way okay 
OMS to L.A7 monorail

Expo 81 could be either a boon or a 
boondoggle, depending on who you 
choose to believe. 
It could also be the catalyst for 
creating the first rapid transit 
system in Southern California, 
according to Expo 81 officials.

The Union Pacific has agreed to 
grant the fair a right-of-way for an 
overhead monorail system over its 
rail lines between Los Angeles and 
the O ntario Motor Speedway, 
proposed site of the world s fair. 
Fair officials appearing at the last 
of a four-day public hearing 
conducted by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce in Ontario Thursday said 
the rapid transit system was “just 
one alternative being investigated ” 
The officials also stressed “the 
system would be built only if fe­ 
asible“ and that it would be a 


separate program from the fair. 
It was reported that General Mo­ 
tors, Boeing and Japanese and 
German companies are interested in 
bidding on the development of a 
rapid transit system. 
About 34 persons aired their views 
during the Thursday hearing to co­ 
nsider the draft environm ental 
impact statement (DEIS) for Expo 
81.Supporters claimed it would bring 
economic benefits to the valley, 
including more jobs for residents. 
Opponents, however, charged the 
Ontario area is already suffering 
from “horrendous smog" and a fair 
would add to the pollution problems 
and further deteriorate the quality of 
life. 
There was only a small audience 
listening in Chaffey High School s 
Spring Auditorium Thursday. 
In fact, the small crowds which 
have been evident during the four 
days of hearings prom pted a 
comment from one speaker. “The 
sheer apathy of the general public is 
appalling.” noted John Freymueller, 


a teacher at Alta Loma High School 
Freymueller. an opponent of Expo, 
had some of the most caustic 
com m ents during T hursday s 
evening session 
“ C ultural 
understanding with others is really 
wonderful, but if you can’t breathe 
the air. what good does it do° 
“Only Ontario and outlying areas 
have come out in favor of Expo,' he 
added. “ Bigshots in L A. wouldn’t 
touch it with a 10-foot pole. 
“I’ll tell you who is going to benefit 
from this — the money interests; 
politicians, land owners, Realtors 
and businessmen.” 
William A. Betterley, a former San 
Bernardino County supervisor, 
strongly supported Expo because of 
the new jobs it would create. “I am 
asking you to include jobs and the 
economy in all evaluations of the 
DEIS. 
“If the no growth philosophy is 
allowed to prevail, the state 
unemployment rate could exceed 17 
per cent by 1981. That would be a 
staggering increase of one million 
jobless people over the 1976 level. 


“I hope the decision-makers will 
w eigh econom ic as w ell as 
environmental concerns of Southern 
California in making their final draft 
of the DEIS.” Betterley concluded, 
to a chorus of boos from the 
audience. 
A number of Claremont residents, 
including spokesmen from the 
League of Women Voters chapter, 
opposed Expo at the hearing. 
Mary Lou Teske of Claremont said 
the Expo proposal was “ludicrous. It 
will wantonly add to pollution pr­ 
oblems and won’t do much for 
c o n se rv in g en erg y or o th er 
resources.” 
George Gibbs, an accountant from 
Claremont, also pointed to the smog 
problem and the fact the Kaiser 
Steel Corp. plant in Fontana (“just 
east of Expo 81“ ) produces so much 
pollution the federal government 
threatened to “shut it down . . . 
Total cost of Expo to the taxpayers 
has not been figured, Gibbs added. “ I 
understand the federal government 
will spend a considerable sum and 
th e re w ill be co sts to local 


governm ent to provide many 
services including police and fire. 
Many of us are already too heavily 
taxed.” 
Gus Skoropos. an Ontario .resident, 
wondered why ther^—was so mu( h 
“fuss” over Expor:It would provide 
jobs from the construction worker to 
the hamburger flipper Retail sales 
will grow. We need to cast aside 
selfishness and pride and support 
Expo ” 
Various paid Expo consultants 
or in one case, the son of a consultant 
— supported the fair during the 
evening session. And Bill Whiteside 
of La Verne, a Texaco Oil Co. 
marketing representative, spoke in 
favor of the fair. 
“ With no public funds being asked, 
the only way people can oppose this 
is on environmental factors.’’ said 
Whiteside. “The opponents flaunt 
basic misconceptions. I read the 
DEIS and it’s excellent — better 
than statem en ts for some oil 
refineries.” 
Chino Councilwoman Eileen 


Carter said her council went on 
record against Expo 81 
But she 
noted San Bernardino Associated 
Governments (SANBAG) board, 
which she chairs, has taken no action 
on the fair. 
She said a supporter’s comment on 
Expo being a laboratory for the 
world was a “clever turning of the 
general opposition for public 
relations advantage." 
Calvin French of the San Gorgonio 
chapter of the Sierra Club, reported 
his 1.700-member group has come 
out against Expo 81. He called the 
DEIS a “promotional document” 
and stated Ontario already is at the 
“top of the state” in air pollution. 
B ut O n t a r io M ayor P au l 
Treadway, in a lengthy presentation, 
warned that if “we tell Expo to go 
elsewhere, this is an attitude that 
will drive business away. 1 already 
know erf businesses which decided to 
opt for other states. I can’t see how 
anyone who knows we need jobs in 
the area can go on record against 
Expo.”

Through a morning mist 50 years 
ago today, a 25-year-old Midwestern 
mail pilot bounced his frail 
monoplane down a Long Island 
runway and headed, alone, lor New­ 
foundland and then the sea. 
Thirty-three and a half hours later 
he arrived in Paris. He asked tor a 
bath and a glass of milk He in­ 
troduced himself — “1 am Charles 
Lindbergh.” He thought the frenzied 
welcomers ■ might mistake him for 
someone else 
But he was a legend already, this 
shy, practical man who had to 
borrow a suit for the ceremonies II 
only as a harbinger of the future, the 
people of the time could sense how 
his feat bad brought Europe and 
America closer and had stimulated 
the future of aviation 
Fifty years later, Lindbergh s epic 
*ok> tlight is well remembered - in 
San Diego where the Ryan Airlines 
Co built his plane, “the Spirit of St. 


Louis,” m St. Louis itself, where 
businessmen had put up the money 
ior the flight; at Roosevelt Field on 
lx>ng Island, where the flight began, 
and in New York City, where 
businessman Raymond Orteig had 
offered the $25,000 prize that 
prompted the flight, and where 
Lindbergh was welcomed later with 
a triumphal parade 
The I light is remembered, too, in 
Paris, the city where Lindbergh 
stepped bone-weary into the 
limelight The celebrity that began 
that day never left him, and it 
brought great tragedy as well as 
rewards. 
The ceremonies in St. Louis and 
the New York area both began at 
7 52 a.m. today, with the ascent of 
tiny airplanes into the air. 
In St. Louis the plane is a $100,000 
replica of the Spirit of St Louis, 
winch will later tour a number of 
American cities.

GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — 
The Soviet Union presented a 
“ number of ideas' 
to the United 
States today on a new treaty to limit 
strategic nuclear weapons The two 
sides were reported Thursday to 
have made a break through on a 
compromise formula. 
The talks are between Secretary of 
State Cyrus R Vance and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko 
Specific points under discussion 
were kept secret, but spokesman 
Hodding Carter told reporters: 
“I can say generally we are con­ 
tinuing to work intensively and that 
the meetings thus far have been 
worthwile.” 
The Soviet Union presented “a 
number of ideas on a new treaty to 
limit strategic nuclear weapons, he 
said, and the American side was to 
respond by nightfall. 
The Soviet presentation was made 
by Gromyko after obtaining instruc­ 
tions overnight from the Kremlin. 
The spokesman said it would be 
“safe to assume' that Vance would 
be in touch with President Carter be­ 
fore giving the Russians an 
American reply. 
U.S. and Soviet negotiators in­ 
dicated they should know today or 
Saturday whether the two super­ 
powers are going to be able to agree 
on their second treaty — SALT 11 - 
to limit or reduce their arsenals of 
long-range nuclear weapons 
Informed sources said the com­ 
promise formula, reached in a fivth 
hour meeting Thursday and subject 
to approval by President Carter and 
the Kremlin, was a blend of a Rus­ 
sian proposal and the U.S package 
rejected by Soviet Communist party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev last March 


The sources gave this outline of the 
compromise; 
1. Each government would make a 
modest reduction in its nuclear 
arsenal and would agree to hold 
another round of talks on further 
weapons cuts. 
2. Development of the U .S cruise 
missile would be limited, and re­ 
strictions would be put on when* the 
Soviets could base the cruise have 
been the chief obstacles to agree­ 
ment in negotiations few the past two 
years to incorporate the 1974 Vladi­ 
vostok agreement by President Ford 
and Brezhnev into a treaty. It 
provided for each nation to be 
limited to 2.400 long-range bombers 
and intercontinental missiles. But 
the two governments could not agree 
whether the new Soviet bomber and 
the new American missile should be 
included in these ceilings 
U N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waljheim told reporters “deep dif­ 
ferences” remained between the 
U.S. and Soviet positions and 
predicted it would take “quite a long 
time” before they reached an agree­ 
ment to replace SALT I, which ex­ 
pires in October. But his assessment 
was based on a breakfast meeting 
with Vance before the long 
negotiating session Thursday. 
Vance and Gromyko on Thursday 
also discussed the Middle East, but it 
was apparent that their hopes of 
reconvening an Arab-lsraeli peace 
conference this year wen* dimmed 
by the victory of the hardline Likud 
bloc in Tuesday s Israeli election 
(;romyko told reporters the situa­ 
tion there “ is not normal 
and is 
“potentially dangerous,’ but Vance 
said the region “ has continued 
dangerous for a long while 
before 
the Likud victory. 


Victory for Laetrile 
in California Senate 


SACRAMENTO. Calif 
(AP) - 
The California Senate has handl'd 
Laetrile supporters a lopsided vic­ 
tory. voting by a wide margin to 
allow doctors to use the substance as 
a cancer treatment. 
Thursday s 28-7 vote approved a 
bill by Sen. William Campbell. R- 
Hacierida Heights, that would allow 
the manufacture, sale and use of 
Laetrile in CaUfomia as a prescrip­ 
tion drug 
Only 21 aye votes were needed for 
passage The bill now goes to the As­ 
sembly 
The Federal Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration bans Laetrile from im­ 
portation and interstate commerce 
But its use has been approved in 
three states, and the governor of 
Texas says he will sign a bill to 
legalize it. BUla are pending in other 
states. 
The federal agency says Laetrile, 
from apricot pits, is useless and con­ 
tends its legalization could lead 
persons away from treatments 
whose b e n e f i t s hav e been 
demonstrated. 
But supporters said the issue was 
whether cancer patients should have 
the right to use a drug that if not 
heiptul is at least not widely believed 
to be harmful. 
“I think what we are seeing is a 


grassroots movement throughout the 
U.S. that says that m our free society 
the people ought to have the free­ 
dom to chose how they are going to 
receive medical treatment,’ 
said 
Campbell. 
The bottom line Is should you be 
diagnosed as having a terminal case 
of cancer would you like us to say 
you cannot have Laetrile?” asked 
Sen Nate Holden. D-Culver City

Gen. Singlaub 
will huddle 
with Carter 
President irked 
over criticism 
WASHINGTON (AP) - On orders 
from a displeased President Carter, 
the third-ranking U.S. Army general 
in Korea is flying here for a face-to- 
face White House confrontation trig­ 
gered by his public criticism of 
Carter’s plan to withdraw American 
ground forces from South Korea. 
At issue is Maj. Gen John K. 
Singlaub s public statement that 
adherence to Carter s plan for 
withdrawing U.S. ground forces 
from South Korea over a period of 
four to five years “will lead to war ’’ 
In an interview with "CBS News’ 
broadcast today, Singlaub was 
quoted today as saying he was not 
sorry for anything he said. However, 
he also was quoted as saying he was 
baffled by the recall order, had not 
meant to undercut the President s 
Korean policy and would apologize to 
Carter for all the disturbance he has 
caused. 
S inglaub was to a r r i v e in 
Washington today, but White House 
officials said Thursday they did not 
know if Carter would see the general 
Saturday or make him cool his heels 
until Monday

The 55-year-old Singlaub, chief of 
staff of the United Nations Com­ 
mand in Korea, was believed to be 
the first highranking officer called 
home from overseas by a president 
since Harry S Truman recalled Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur from Korea, 
during the war there in 1961.

Sara Moore 
attorney 
will appeal 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Sara 
Jane Moore s new attorney says she 
will appeal a judge’s refusal to allow 
withdrawal of a guilty plea to 
ch arges of attem pting to a s ­ 
sassinate President Ford in 1975. 
Peggy Garrity Edwards, rep­ 
resenting Mrs. Moore who was not in 
court, insisted her client was afraid 
when she entered the guilty plea and 
contended there was substantial 
reason to believe the defendant was 
incompetent. She said the case would 
be taken to a higher court. 
‘ This motion came as no sur­ 
prise,” U.S. District Court Judge 
Samuel Conti said Thursday in 
rejecting motions to overturn the life 
sentence and allow Mrs. Moore to 
retract the plea. 
“ I knew 1 would get this request 
about 15 months later....after Mrs 
Moore tired of sitting there and 
wanted to do something to get out- 
...She is just about on target,” the 
judge commented. 
He said there was no doubt that 
Mrs. Moore, 47, was competent when 
she entered the plea of guilty in con­ 
nection with the Sept. 22, 1975 inci­ 
dent 
‘‘There was no doubt she commit­ 
ted the act, and the only question was 
whether there was sanity and com­ 
petence,” said Conti. 
Mrs Moore pleaded guilty to firing 
a pistol at the President outside the 
St. Francis Hotel here. 


Ms. Edwards said the attorney 
who represen ted M rs. 
Moore 
originally, federal public defender 
Jam es Hewitt, was opposed to enter­ 
ing a guilty plea and he should have 
attempted to probe her competency 
further. 


U.S. Atty. Jam es L. Browning Jr 
told the judge Mrs. Muore had 
reported she was satisfied with 
Hewitt.

Ky blames Vietnam's 
fall on Watergate

Former South Vietnam Prime Minister Nguyen Cao Ky 
blames Watergate for his nation’s fall saying that a strong 
Richard Nixon would never have let South Vietnam collapse. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Former 
South Vietnam Prim e M inister 
Nguyen Cao Ky blames Watergate 
for his nation’s fall, saying that a 
strong Richard Nixon would never 
have let South Vietnam collapse. 
Ky, now operating a liquor store- 
delicatessen in suburban Norwalk, 
viewed former President Nixon s in­ 
terview with David Frost Thursday 
night and said, “ I don t want to 
blame Mr. Nixon 
“ If Nixon had stayed in, and with 
the power of the United States Presi­ 
dent intact, he could have put a lot of 
pressure on the Communists to 
respect the treaty. What happened 
was Watergate, and the power of the 
American President was no more.” 
By the time Ford came to power, 
Ky said, “ He had another situation 
on his mind. Ford had nothing to gain 
by sticking to the (South) Viet­ 
namese.” 
Ky said that what Nixon claimed to 
be his “ solution” to the war — the 
Vietnamization program — was in 
fact a policy that Ky himself thought 
of and Nixon implemented at his sug­ 
gestion. 
“ I personally convinced them 
(Nixon and Pentagon staff leaders) 
to accept the Vietnamization plan, to 
pull out and let Vietnamese fight the 
war,” Ky said. 
Ky agreed with N ixon’s a s ­ 
sessment of the 1970 invasion of 
Cambodia as being necessary, but 
said Nixon was wrong in calling it 
“ one of the most effective operations 
of the war.” 
“ It was successful, but only 
halfway,” said Ky, who claimed to 
have crossed the Cambodian border 
himself at the time. He said there 
were three divisions of North Viet­ 
nam ese across the Cambodian 
border at the time, and while the 


American-South Vietnamese offen­ 
sive was successful in dispersing 
part of the sancutuary, it failed by 
stopping short of wiping out all three 
divisions. 
Nixon, while saying Presidents 
Kennedy and Johnson were right in 
entering Vietnam, criticized their 
conduct of the war, and Ky agreed. 
“ I told President Johnson that the 
best way to fight the war is to have 
V i e t n a m e s e 
f i ght 
the 
wa r 
themselves, to defend themselves,^ 
Ky said. “ They didn’t listen to me. ” 


Ky, who lives with his wife and 
several relatives in a $108,000 home 
in nearby Huntington Beach, says he 
has not spoken to Nixon since coming 
to California. 


“ 1 don’t want to bother him,” Ky 
said, “ he has enough problems with 
American people.”

Thomas O’Connor, retiring vice 
president of academic affairs, 
And they were apprehensive about

Carter Doran, Faculty Senate 
president, declared 
the trustees 
actions have “ placed the institution 
at a danger point in history. A 
breakdown has taken place in 
morale, confidence and good spirit. 
“ The rift is pretty evident today,” 
he continued. “ Right now, it is 
between the facu lty and the 
administration. But there is also a 
p o t e n t i a l r i f t b e t w e e n the 
administration and the board 
He said there was a feeling among 
the faculty that "you on the board do 
not hear us, that you do not care If 
you do not want faculty and student 
participation in college affairs, let us 
know if you want us, let us know by 
real dialogue ” 
Trustee Travis Manning admitted 
that “ We are getting into polarized 
situations that none of us likes ” He 
said the trustees were getting 
involved in “ many confrontations, 
but we ask you that you give us some 
benefit of the doubt that we are doing 
what we think is best for the co­ 
llege.” 
The morale problem has been 
building since the faculty and the 
board began collective bargaining 
under the the new Rodda Act last De- 
cember 
it came to a head last 
February when the board instructed 
President Eldon E. Pearce to notify 
ail department heads that their 
positions may be terminated next 
fall 
Under a revised instructional 
p r o g r a m , 
the c o l l e g e * 
27 
departments are being consolidated 
into eight divisions, with division 
/.haimfmn responsible directly to the 


vice president of academic ait airs. 
The department chairmen are being 
returned to teaching positions. 
Wednesday, the board passed a 
motion by trustee Kenneth Hunt 
approving the reorganization, 
despite pleas by the teachers to wait 
until a total evaluation of the present 
program can be made. 
O’Connor, who drew up the 
reorganizational proposal after a 
study committee turned it down 8 7, 
said the divisional structure would 
“ improve the efficiency and the 
quality of education.” 
But Doran contended that it was 
“ mostly an effort to control the 
faculty rather than an improvement 
of educational values.” 
As for O’Connor’s successor, the 
teachers were upset because the 
board altered the recommendations 
of the committee it has set up to 
screen applicants to the $42,000 a 
year job. 
The committee, after considering 
79 applicants came up with two 
finalists. 
However, the board decided two 
applicants did not provide enough 
leeway and called for four additional 
names. 
Some faculty members charged 
that the trustees decision showed 
“ dissatisfaction with the work of the 
committee, and lack of faith in the 
recommendations .” 
This upset board ch airm an 
Richard Todd, who first took 
responsibility for the action, and 
then admitted that going beyond the 
recommendation “ may have been a 
mistake.” 
“ We were in error how we did th­ 
is,” he added. “ But we are all human 
and we’re certainly going to make 
more mistakes.” 
However, no one on the board 
made a move to rescind the action 
and a cc e p t the c o m m it t e e 's 
recommendation. Instead, the 
trustees will interview the six top 
candidates Monday and Tuesday and 
will announce O’Connor’s successor 
next month 
Both the Faculty Senate and the 
student body requested non-voting 
representation on the board of 
trustees as a better balance But 
their requests were turned down. 
Trustee William Temple said the 
board was providing opportunities 
fo r both g r o u p s to e x p r e s s 
themselves on the agenda, and that 
he was satisfied with the input he 
was getting through that practica.

Ditman was the first of 
several psychiatrists ex­ 
pected to be called by Miss 
Van Houten’s attorney in 
an attempt to establish at 
her retrial that she had

President above the law? 
Nixon philosophy 
'tragic'—Carter 
Mondale, Vorster fail to come 
to terms on S. Africa policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Richard 
Nixon's claim that a President is 
above the law, finds no favor with 
Jimmy C arter and draw s no 
response from Gerald Ford, who 
pardoned Nixon for all crimes 
because it was “the right thing to 
do.” 
White House reaction to Nixon’s 
statement that “when the president 
does it, that means it’s not illegal’’ 
was swift. 
“President Carter does not feel 
that any president has the right to 
break the law,” said spokesman Rex 
Granum. “He feels very strongly 
that it is a tragic mistake to follow 
that philosophy, as past events have 
shown so dramatically 
Hamilton Jordan, the President’s 
chief aide, said “ if we haven t 
learned from Watergate that the 
president and the people around him 
are not above the law, then we’ve 
learned nothing.’ 
And Ford, here Thursday for a 
Republican fund-raiser, said: 
‘As 
far as any questions about Mr. Nixon 
are concerned, his words speak for 
themselves." 
Throughout the 90-m inute 
program, third in a five-part paid-for 
television series with David Frost, 
Nixon defended his actions in the 
Vietnam war and said that without 
division at home “the war would 
have been ended one to two years 
earlier.“ 
He called Pentagon papers leaker 
Daniel Ellsberg a “punk;“ referred 
to the “pipsqueak Watergate thing , 
iabeled Democratic hawk-tumed- 
doves as hypocrites, and said he 
cracked down on dissidents to speed 
the end of the war. 
He admitted to having paranoia 
about his critics, “but paranoia for 
peace isn't that bad." 
During their discussion of that dis­ 
sent. Frost brought up Nixon s ap­ 
proval of the so-called Huston plan 
calling for use of wiretappings, 
burglaries, mail openings and in­ 
filtration of anti-war groups. 
“Wouldn’t it have been better here 
though, to have done what you were 
going to do legally, rather than doing 
something that was illegal ... rather 


than adding another crime to the 
list?“ Frost asked. 
“ The proposition you've just 
stated in theory is perfect;“ Nixon 
said. “In practice, it just won’t 
work.” He said to get laws approving 
searches without warrant would have 
raised an outcry and put potential 
targets on notice. 
“An action’s either going to be 
covert or not,“ Nixon said. 


Man dies of 
earlier burns 


An Ontario man died Wednesday 
from burns suffered two weeks ago 
in a fire at his home. 
The victim, Jilardo Lopez. 21. of 
235 S. Campus Ave., had been a 
patient in San Bernardino County 
Hospital's bum unit. 
Lopez had been painting his house 
May 5 and went into his bedroom to 
clean paint from his hands with paint 
thinner 
But fumes from the paint thinner 
were ignited by the pilot light on a 
gas water heater in the bedroom, 
said investigators. The flash fire 
caused second and third degree 
burns over 90 per cent of his body. 
The victim s brother. Mario, 
suffered minor bums in the same 
blaze He was treated at the hospital 
and later released. 


Frost suggested Nixon was saying 
in certain situations “the president 
can decide that it's in the best in­ 
terests of the nation ... to do 
something illegal.” 
Nixon: Well, when the President 
does it, that means that it is not il­ 
legal. 
Frost: By definition? 
Nixon: Exactly. Exactly. If the 
president... approves something, ap­ 
proves an action, because of the 
national security or in this case 
because of a threat to internal peace 
and order of significant magnitude, 
then the president’s decision in that 
instance is one that enables those 
who carry it out, to carry it out 
without violating a law Otherwise, 
they’re in an impossible decision " 
White House spokesman Granum 
said Carter feels “ there are 
adequate judicial means to prevent 
danger to the country." 


Nixon's belief that the presidency 
bestows a legal umbrella over his ac­ 
tions runs counter to court decisions 
and to the findings of the House com­ 
mittee that recommended his im­ 
peachment. 
The Supreme Court, in ordering 
Nixon to release his White House 
tapes — the action that speeded his 
resignation in 1974 — said in no sense 
is a president “above the law.” 
Aides on trial for Watergate abuses 
were not permitted to use presiden­ 
tial sanction as a defense The House 
Judiciary Committee determined 
Nixon had committed "high crimes 
and misdemeanors,“ including abuse 
of his presidential powers and not 
seeing that the laws were faithfully 
executed. 
And Ford said on Sept. 8,1974, that 
Nixon had “become liable to possible 
indictment and trial.” The pardon 
“for all offenses against the United 
States,” he said, was to spare Nixon 
further punishment and degradation 


VIENNA. Austria (AP) - U.S. 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale 
and South African Prime Minister 
John Vorster said today they had 
failed to agree on U.S. efforts to 
change South Africa’s race segrega­ 
tion policies. 
Mondale told a news conference 
that Vorster agreed in two days of 
talks here to help achieve black rule 
in Namibia and Rhodesia, but had 
stubbornly defended his govern­ 
ment’s policy of apartheid. 
“We hope the South Africans will 
not rely on any illusions that the U .S. 
will in the end intervene to save 
South Africa from the policies it is 
pursuing,” Mondale said, “for we 
will not do so.” 
Vorster, in a news conference im- 
mediatelv following that of Mondale. 
said there was a “vital difference 
in the U.S. and South African posi­ 
tions. 


He claimed the United States 
wants to equate the position of the 
American Negro with that of the 
South African black man and said, 
“This is where the difference comes 
in.” 
Vorster said the black South 
Africans were never slaves and have 
never been deprived of their 
nationality. He claimed blacks in his 
country have their own government 
and the right to vote. 
Critics of South Africa dispute that 
blacks enjoy rights and opportunities 
comparable to that of whites. 
Mondale said. “I think the mes­ 
sage is now clear to the South 
African government. They know that 
we believe that perpetuating an un­ 
just system is the surest incentive to 
increase Soviet influence and even 
racial war. but quite apart from that, 
is unjustified on its own grounds 


He said he hoped South Africa 
would consider the American ex­ 
perience with civil rights and reas­ 
sess its apartheid policy of racial 
segregation. 
• But I cannot rule out the pos­ 
sibility,” Mondale said, 'that the 
South African government will not 
change, that our paths will diverge 
and our policies come into conflict 
should the South African government 
so decide. 
“In that event we would take steps 
true to our beliefs and values 
M ondale said he had not 
threatened Vorster with a list of pos- 
sible Am erican reactions if 
apartheid remains intact. 
The Vice President described the 
talks as “quite difficult at times ’ but 
they retained a “basic civility." 
Vorster, Mondale said, agreed to 
support the U.S.-British initiative to 


bring about Independence and peace 
for Namibia, or South-West AJfrica, 
and to achieve black majority rule in 
Rhodesia by 1978. Namibia is a 
former German colony administered 
by South Africa under a League of 
Nations mandate now held invalid by 
the United Nations. 
Vorster said that, if the American 
vice president was speaking of full 
political participation of all people in 
South Africa, “this is the case now.” 


“My conscience is clear," he said, 
“taking into account the composition 
of the (South African) population as 
a whole, taking into account the 
different people, that we are doing 
the right thing by these people, to ... 
allow them to govern themselves 
without interference, same as we 
whites wish to govern ourselves 
without intervention from the black 
people.”

The night Lindbergh landed at Le Bourget Field 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Here are excerpts from 
The Associated Press 
dispatch filed from 
France oa May 21, 1927, 
the day Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh landed In his 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” 


LE BOURGET, France 
(APi — In the midst of a 
crowd gone mad. a weary 
young man pushed the 
goggles from his pale face, 
streaked with dirt and 
drawn into deep lines of fa­ 
tigue, looked up from the 
cockpit of a trim little 
monoplane, grinned a weak 
but inextinguishable grin 
and remarked with the last 
effort at nonchalance: 
“Well, here we are, I am 
very happy.' 
It was just 1019 p.m. 
and Capt. Charles A. 
Lindbergh had flown from 
Roosevelt Field, Long 
Island, to Le Bourget 
Field, on the outskirts of 
Paris. 


Hying alone with only a 
compass to guide him, the 
air mail pilot had brought 
the “Spirit of St. Louis 
across the Atlantic in the 
first non-stop flight from 
New York to Paris and had 
won the Ravmond Orteig 
prize of »25,000 for the 
achievement, 


Lindbergh established a 
new w orld’s non-stop 
straight line distance 
record in his flight. In 
covering 3,800 miles he 


broke the world mark of 
3.400 miles set by the two 
Frenchmen, Coste and 
Rignot. in their Paris to 
Persia flight last October. 


As he came to earth, the 
huge crowd that had been 
gathering all evening to do 
him honor, broke through 
ail police e ffo rts to 
restrain it and almost 
before the plane had come 
to a full stop it was packed 
in a dense, swaying, cheer­ 
ing m ass around the 
machine. 


A hundred hands caught 
hold of the wings and 
scores of feet were trampl­ 
ing upon one anotlier in an 
effort to reach the Sides of 
the fuselage, within which 
sat a young man, the first 
in the world to travel from 
New York to Pans without 
changing his seat. 


The wheels had scarcely 
ceased to ro ll, the 
propeller had barely come 
to a stop when Lindbergh, 
weary-eyed, but smiling, 
got up from the seat. 


He put his leg over the 
sides of the cockpit, and it 
was grasped by a dozen 
hands So was his other leg. 
as soon as he could get it 
out of the m achine. 
Holding him high and 
cheering him, the crowd 
took him to itself 


For half an hour the 
crowd pushed one way and 
another trying to take 


Lindbergh from his plane 
to the adm inistration 
building of Le Bourget 
field. 


As the crowd rushed 
along with Lindbergh on its 
shoulders, two French 
aviators edged in to pull 
him free. One of the 
carriers fell and Lind­ 
bergh slipped to the 
ground, losing his helmet. 
Another American in the 
crowd picked up the 
helmet. The mob, recog­ 
nizing only the helmet, 
picked up the other 
American and rushed on 
with him while the two 
aviators slipped away with 
Lindbergh 


Ambassador (Myron T ) 
Herrick and French of­ 
ficials of the reception 
committee were waiting in 
the director's pavilion and 
watched the excited thou 
sands fighting around the 
stranger, who was finally 
shoved 
Inside, 
The 
American, who refused to 
give his name, quickly ex­ 
plained to the reception 
c o m m i t t e e , but the 
pavillion was now sur­ 
rounded 
by 
5,000 
Frenchmen yelling for the 
pilot. The unwilling sub 
stitute had to show himself 
and take the cheers meant 
for Lindbergh, 
When the real Lindbergh 
was escorted and brought 
before the Ambassador he 


was seemingly too sleepy 
to know what it was all 
about As the Ambassador 
shook his hand he smiled 
and said, “Thank you. 1 am 
awfully happy.” Then he 
could fight off fatigue no 
longer and seemed to go to 
sleep on his feet. 


Outside the crowd was 
howling for a sight of the 


hero who has won the heart 
of France as probably no 
American had before. 
Brilliant searchlights were 
focused on the balcony of 
the building, into which 
Lindbergh had been 
carried But the crowd had 
to be disappointed — 
Lindbergh could do no 
more 
"Li ndbe rgh! 
Lind 


bergh!” they shouted. 
“Show him to us! 
The American Ambas­ 
sador appeared at the win­ 
dow, but this did not satisfy 
the crowd They shouted 
again, “Lindbergh!” 


The Ambassador came 
out finally with the 
aviator's helmet and held 
aloft a great bunch of 
flowers that had been 


presented to the flyer at 
the brief reception to him 
in the building 
The huge crowd began 
tearing strips of canvas 
and wood from the frame 
of Lindbergh’s plane The 
police soon put a stop to 
this, however, and with the 
departure of Lindbergh au- 
t omobile for Pa ri s, 
something like order was 
restored.

Hotel-motel bed taxes in 
San Bernardino County’s 
unincorporated areas will 
be increased from 5 to 6 
per cent on July 1, follow­ 
ing action by the county 
Board of Supervisors. 
The bed tax, a source of 
revenues for local govern­ 
ments, often is used to 
finance recreation and 
tourist promotional ac­ 
tivities. 
The decision by super­ 
visors to increase the rate 
will bring it into line with 
the rates being charges by 
most other cities and coun­ 
ties. 
The increase is expected 
to result in about $44,000 in 


added revenues to the 
county coffers, but super­ 
visors indicated they would 
like to see much of the 
money turned over to 
chambers of commerce for 
their uses in promoting 
tourism. 
Several 
c h a m b e r 
managers in the West End 


have appealed to super­ 
visors to raise the bed tax, 
or transient occupancy tax 
as it is formally known, 
and turn the revenues over 
to the chambers. 
They claim much of their 
promotion of tourism 
benefits the entire county. 
Most of the more than 


$200,000 generated annual­ 
ly by the county bed tax 
comes from mountain and 
desert resort lodgings. 
Following expected final 
approval of the tax in­ 
crease on Monday, county 
staff will begin preparing 
to contract with various 
chambers of commerce in 


the unincorporated areas 
for shares of the additional 
bed tax revenues. 
In 1976-77, approximate­ 
ly $50,000 of the bed tax 
went to the county's 
Economic 
Development 
Commission for tourist 
promotion. 
An estimated $171,218 


was used to help offset 
operating deficits at 
county regional parks. 
The $44,000 in revenues 
expected to be added 
through the increase will 
be allocated to the various 
chambers according to tax 
revenues they generate, 
the supervisors indicated.

They can be found where trees and 
foliage are close to residential 
structures. 
Bruce Richards, director of the

said the roof-rat problem in Pomona 
is not as severe as two years ago 
"We had a serious problem in 
some boarded-up homes in Pomona 
in the past, but Los Angeles County 
health officials cleaned up that 
problem,” he added. 
"But people who live in areas such 
as Ganesha Hills where there are 
lots of wooded areas are constantly 
plagued by these rodents. A tot of 
those people have just given up 
trying to control the situation 
Edward T. Roche, Cal Poly 
professor of zoology, reports the best 
way to get rid of the rats is to get a 
cat or set a trap. Roche, who resides 
in Ontario on Sixth Street south of 


the the San Bernardino Freeway, has 
spotted rats several times in his 
yard. 
"These rats are the‘Rattus rattus 
species, or the brown rat.” he 
explained "They are smaller than 
the Norway rats ' Neither species is 
native to the U. S. and probably 
came to this country aboard ships. 
The roof rats are nocturnal and 
great climbers, thus their common 
name. They are attracted to yards 
with woodpiles or other nesting 
areas, he said. 
While few residents may actually 
see diem, their presence can be 
determined by the damage they do

Richard Roberts, director of San 
Bernardino County's environmental 
health services, reported the roof-rat 
problem has existed in Ontario since 
the early 1960s, and that his office 
has received some 500 complaints of 
rat-related problems in the city 
during the past year. 
“ We have also had some 
complaints from residents in Upland 
and some in Alta Loma. Cucamonga 
and Etiwanda — but not as many.” 
The county agency is increasing its 
rodent control activities in the West 
End, 
and 
will 
soon 
start 
investigating problem areas outside 
Ontario. 
The agency is also waiting for 
approval from federal officials on a 
proposed eradication program This 
environmental manipulation project 
will cost nearly $250,000 
County Supervisor Joe Kamansky 
of 
Upland 
reported 
older 
neighborhoods with overgrown ivy 
and shrubbery are the most likely 
areas to have roof rats. He urged 
residents to clean up debris 
cluttering the yards 
This was supported by John Ru­ 
ddock. director of Los Angeles 
County’s vector control services He 
reported the roof rat is usually a 
problem in affluent neighborhoods 
"Any home with tots of foliage and 
shrubbery is going to look attractive 
to roof rats, 
he said. Ruddock said 
no area is immune from roof rats, 
and his office receives some 100 
complaints a month on rodent 
related problems. 
"Roof rate are the hardest to 
control The only way you can really 
be effective is to educate people on 
how to prevent them from infesting 
homes.’ 
Ontario City Manager Roger 
Hughbanks agreed. “ This is a 
community problem. But we need to 
educate the individual homeowner 
how to control Rattus rattus 
He reported the problem is found 
in "middle to higher income ho­ 
mes ” Hughbanks recalled seeing a 
roof rat walking on a telephone wire. 
“I have a good solution myself . . . a 
cat.” 
Upland City Manager Lee Travers 
said a county survey team inspected 
the city's southeastern section but 
couldn’t find an adequate number ot 
roof rats to qualify for a grant 
request 
"We are getting reports from 
residents in the northern sector 
where rats have been discovered. 
They appear to be coming from 
unincorporated rural areas 
At Griswold s in Claremont, Bill 
Sherman, superintendent of 
buildings and grounds, said the 
complex had a roof-rat problem 2Vx 
years ago. but it had been abated 
This required removal of several 
trees near buildings and adding co­ 
llars to tree trunks to keep the an­ 
imals from climbing to the roofi. 
“All a rat needs is a one-inch hole 
left by an electrician or someone 
else in a wall or floor and the rat will 
get into the building.” he added 
Even though Claremont has a

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It's about time 
Pomona City Council has turned thumbs down on 
a sizeable chunk of federal money because of the 
strings attached. We hope the idea catches on 
Ever since Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 30s 
began manipulating the economy with his wild-eyed 
social schemes, the federal government has been 
digging its hands deeper into our pockets with no 
accountability. 
Augmenting this ever growing ripoff which m re­ 
cent years has filtered down to the local level, is a 
myriad of local governmental agencies including 
city councils, school boards, county government, 
not to mention the state as well as flood control dis- 
Iricts, irrigation districts and a plethora of other 
local districts, all with hand extended palm upward 
toward Washington 
All of us have heard the familiar line from city 
managers, mayors, school superintendents and 
school board presidents: 
“ This new program will cost $3 million, but it 
won’t cost the local taxpayers one penny nor raise 
our tax rates because all the money is coming from 
the federal government 
t 
Even conservative politicians during the past 
decade have fallen prey to this nefarious logic in 
which Washington, D. C. is pictured as nothing less 
than a giant cornucopia spewing forth dollar bills in 
an endless stream to needy communities stretching 
across the U.S. 
No one ever bothers to explain who fills that cor­ 
nucopia. John Q. Public fills it, although unwillingly 
every April 15 and with hundreds of hidden taxes 
during the rest of the year on top of that. These con­ 
fiscated funds then are filtered back to com­ 
munities under the guise of emergency, impact or 
“ self help” funds through a mish mash of 
bureaucracy including the Departments of Health, 
Education and Welfare; Defense, Commerce, 
Justice, Interior, etc. 
Many local governmental agencies within the 
Pomona Valley today have one or more persons on 
the payroll whose sole duties are to study methods 
of extracting more funds from Washington under 
one scheme or another. 
Why should residents of Keokuk Iowa, pay for 
Pomona street lights? Why should Sandusky Ohio 
taxpayers foot the bill for Claremont downtown 
planter boxes? Why should Dearborn, Mich, 
workers pay for new city council chambers in 
Montclair where the paint was hardly dry on the 
just-abandoned old chambers? 
Why should San Francisco residents pay tor 
widening streets in San Dimas? Why should BosUm 
residents pay for part of the tree lunch program in 
Alta Loma Elementary School District'' The list is 
endless. 
Too. politicians never tell us that $1 in tax money 
sent to Washington to be distributed to local 
governmental agencies comes back at no more than 
20 cents in value since all agencies handling that $1 
take a cut off the top. In other words, if we handled 
our problems locally we would be getting five times 
more for our dollar in tax levies than if the money 
comes from Washington. 
Even more heinous than the liberals attempts to 
centralize all government in Washington rather 
than city halls are the strings attached to all this 
“ free money.” 
To administer this 20 per cent we get back from 
Washington for every $1 we contribute, we also 
must hire platoons of experts to insure that every t 
is crossed and every i dotted in wordy, unintelligi­ 
ble contracts which would be the delight of any con 
tract attorney. Therefore, a good portion ot that 
miserly 20 per cent we get back from Washington is 
spent just in determining if we are spending the 
money according to bureaucratic regulations. 
One example Washingtonians do not like brought 
to light is that an average male below the level ol 
weightlifter probably could heft all the volumes ol 
law written by Congress since this nation s 
founding. But ail the regulations written by unac 
countable regulatory agencies since Kooosevelt s 
time could not be stuffed onto all available shelf 
space in Pomona’s public library in the civic 
center. 
Federal paperwork has become a nightmare and 
is draining local dollars from worthy local projects 
to tight this bureaucracy malignancy 
We’re not naive enough to believe Pomona ( ity 
Council s action this week in slamming the door on 
some federal aid will snowball. But, if enough of us 
give the entire federal-aid-to-anything boondoggle a 
strong look, maybe — just maybe, someone in a 
position to do something about it will take notice.

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Phone scandal at Annapolis

WASHINGTON - The cheating 
scandal at West Point may be 
matched in m ilitary annals by a 
telephone scandal at Annapolis For 
the lonely hearts at the Naval 
Academy have been running up 
telephone bills with calls to massage 
parlors and girl friends. 
The telephone records also show a 
number of calls from the Annapolis 
naval establishment to gambling 
emporiums, race tracks, finance 
companies and stockbrokers. There 
have been political calls to such 
diverse organizations as the Da­ 
ughters of the American Revolution, 
N ational A ssociation for the 
Advancement of Colored People and 
Nazi party headquarters. 
One call was traced to a bookie in 
Florida, others to health clubs and 
diet groups. Someone from the 
Academy, apparently suffering from 
an acute Big Mac attack, telephoned 
a McDonald s drive-in restaurant 
3.000 miles away in Bellevue. Wash. 
A private study of the telephone 
habits of the midshipmen and other 
naval employees at Annapolis show 
they spend a lot of time on the 
telephone. Many of them also charge 
their toll calls to the taxpayers A 
study of only four per cent of the 
telephone records uncovered 600 
long-distance calls at the taxpayers 
expense during the first half of 1976. 
The taxpayers are also paying for 
thousands of unnecessary toll calls 
that could be carried on the Navy tie 
lines to Baltimore and Washington. 
The limited study uncovered a waste 
of $11.000 on Baltimore-Washington 
toll calls. 
But the most titillating were the 
sex calls. The study traced calls to 
eight different massage parlors, 
with such alluring names as Velvet 
Touch. Ethereal and King Arthur s 
Pleasure Shop 
Footnote: The study was done for 
the David T aylo r N aval Ship 
Research and Development Center 
in Annapolis. But a cautious Navy 
spokesm an told us that its 
conclusions “ do not necessarily 
represent the views of the Navy or 
the commands involved in the st­ 
udy." The center is conducting a 
strict review of the phone calls, the 
spokesman said. 
COLA C R O N IES - The cola 
influence has not subsided in the 
White House with the departure of 


the Republicans, who belonged to the 
Pepsi generation 
Rather, Pepsi­ 
Cola s Don Kendall has been replac­ 
ed as a shadow presence in the back­ 
rooms by Coca-Cola s J. Paul Austin. 
Kendall helped to set up Richard 
Nixon in the law business in New 
York City in the 1960s The grateful 
Nixon was soft on Pepsi, therefore, 
after he moved into the White House. 
Austin, on the other hand, has been 
a sugar daddy to Jim m y Carter. 
whose political ambitions the Coca- 
Cola crowd has supported It is only 
natural, therefore, that President 
Carter is soft on Coke. 
This should have little effect, ho­ 
wever, on the cola-drinking public. 
Both Pepsi-Cola and Coca-Cola are

This would also save the 
equivalent of 30 million barrels of oil 
each year, in the opinion of energy 
experts.

grows on peanuts if they re not 
properly dried and stored after 
harvesting. Although most manufac­ 
turers can prevent it, the food and 
drug regulators admit that 3 per cent 
of all peanut product* and up to 11 
per cent of some peanut butter are 
contaminated with aflatoxin "The 
potential hazard to the public health 
is obvious," Rep. John Moss. D - 
Calif., complained in a private letter 
to the FDA But he was told an out­ 
right ban « i peanut products would 
be "unrealistic.”

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Courts hurting big labor 
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Here * one more piece of bad news 
for George Meany: The antiunion 
folks are claiming 1976 was their 
best year since Samuel Gornpers 
invented big labor back in 1881. 
The cigar-chomping czar ol the 
AFL-CIO can t say the same He’s 
lost too much clout in Congress and 
the courts lately to do much crowing 
N ot to m ention a growin g 
restlessness among union members 
who pay his $90,000 salary. 
(Nonnegotiable, of course.) 
Now comes the National Right to 
Work legal defense bunch with their 
annual report naming 1976 as a year 
of victo ry - for m illions of 
American workers " 
And the victories they are talking 
about, as old George would be the 
first to complain, are judicial ones 
The kind that keep union organizers 
awake ni^its, 
How can Big Labor get ahead m 
this cruel world if the Supreme Court 
keeps sticking its legal nose in things 
Uke union control over its members’* 
And whether abuse of that control 
violates the c iv il lib erties of 
individual workers'* 
^ 
That's what's been happening 
lately. 
First, there wa* that freedum-ol 
speech business that ruled a 
schoolteacher can say what he thinks 
in public without losing his job. The 
First Amendment guarantees it. 
In this case, it was a Wisconsin te­ 
acher, Albert Holmquist, who gave a 
2ia-minute talk to the Madison Board 
of Education objecting to being 
forced to join a union. The union 
complained that this constituted a 
"negotiation” that breeched its 
exclusive representation agreement 


Holmquist. 
with foundation help 
took it all the way to the Supreme 
Court. And won. 
In Minnesota, the foundation won a 
court hearing for 20 college teachers 
who 
a re 
c h a lle n g in g 
the 
constitutionality of making a union 
contract binding on those who don t 
want union representation 
Labor lost another biggie in 
Colorado when the Supreme Court 
refused to review a decision that 
ruled compulsory union contract* 
are illegal under that state’s Labor 
Peace Act. 
And the whole idea of compulsory 
unionism is before the Court right 
now, with Right-to-Work lawyers 
arguing that Detroit teachers cannot 
be required to pay dues through an 
"agency shop" agreement. 
Also, 
that the use of such forcibly 
collected funds for political purposes 
violates their constitutional rights. 
No teacher, the foundation 
maintains, should be forced to pay an 
organization to keep his job, or be 
forced to contribute to political 
activities against his will. The high 
court's decision, it says, "w ill decide 
the future of academic freedom in 
tins country.” 
Not only that, the Right-to-Work 
group Is getting ready to flght back 
against "goon squads ’ who have 
traditionally used clubs and fists to 
encourage union holdouts to join up 
Through its new Task Force on 
Violence, it hopes to set new legal 
precedents making unions 
responsible for any brutality 
committed by recruiters on their be­ 
halfWhat is this foundation that s 
making such tag waves in the labor 


picture? And where doea it get the 
money to fight these court battles' 
Actually, although it’s only eight 
years old, the National Right to 
Work Legal Defense Foundation is 
one of the country's biggest legal aid 
groups 
It was started to help 
workers who suffer "legal injustices 
from employment discrimination 
under forced union membership.” 
It is supported by contributions 
from nearly 200,000 individuals 
has an annual budget of $3 million 
. , 
and has. since 1968. helped more 
than 2,000 workers in over 100 legal 
battles. 
"In the past year,” says President 
Reed Larson "victory has been piled 
on victory, adding to an overall 
record that is literally phenomenal 
"Giant steps have been taken in 
eliminating some of the more serious 
abuses of employe rights — despite 
the opposition of Big Labor and its 
multibdlion dollar-a-year war ch­ 
est. " 
Labor, in the form of the a FL-UIO 
and 12 international unions, is using 
part of those billion* to fight back. In 
what Larson calls the "largest such 
legal action in history,” the unions 
are suing to force much of the 
foundation's funds into escrow, 
where they can't be used to finance 
court battles, 
Larson has mixed reactions to this. 
He admits that the case, which has 
dragged on for years and could go on 
for many more, is putting a

It probably is too late in the year to undo the 
damage which has been caused by the droughts oi 
the past two seasons but an idea has been advanced 
that might aid the water supply next year in the 
event of another winter without natural precipita­ 
tion It is for the use of sonic booms to break storms 
through the high pressure barriers off shore 
Over the years there have been numerous bright 
“ ideas ’ on ways to solve California’s water 
problems advanced by self-appointed prophets. 
These have included floating icebergs from the 
South Pole and, even wilder, breaking the hydrogen 
from the oxygen in water in one area and floating 
the hydrogen in balloons to where water is needed, 
then rejoining it with oxygen to create water. 
Normally these brainstorms are given short 
shrift by officials and scientists responsible for 
water supplies but there is an appeal in the sonic 
boom suggestion that is intriguing. 
Furthermore it is advanced by James C. Glynn, a 
retired newsman who, as a cartoonist, drew the 
famous weather cartoon “ Willie the Weatherman 
for many years. Glynn also studied at Santa ( lara 
University under the noted weather forecaster 
Father Jerome Ricard, known as the “ Padre of the 
Rains." 
. 
He recalls that Father Ricard always maintained 
that “ The rain storms which form off the California 
coast could be brought inland if we could only break 
up the high pressure systems which many times 
form a barrier.” 
Glynn thinks we now have the ability to do this 
through the use of jet planes sonic booming through 
these weather barriers. 
As he points out the location of the high pressure 
is now known at all times through the use ol 
satellite photographs of the earth 
Glynn’s idea is to recruit the Air Force’s coopera­ 
tion in experiments to test the theory. As he says, 
"They are flying around anyway, just not in the 
right places at the right time. " 
As Glynn readily concedes he doesn’t really know 
whether the idea is sound or not. "It might be 
useless,” he admits. "However in this critical 
situation it might still be worth a try. Any idea, 
even far-fetched, should be at least considered. 
Those inclined to scoff might remember that the 
idea of cloud seeding took a long time to gain accep­ 
tance but is now widely used. 
Officials in the state’s Water Resources Depart­ 
ment asked about the possibilities found little to 
support the theory. However, they have suggested 
the idea might be worthy of some studies by scien­ 
tists and pointed out that both UC Davis and San 
Jose State have considerable ongoing research in 
weather programs. 
Glynn maintains his belief in the possibilities ol 
using sonic booms to break up weather barriers 
stems from knowledge that bombs and shell fire 
during both world wars are credited with causing 
rainfall. 
In any event almost everyone would agree they 
would rather have the Air Force creating their 
sonic booms over the ocean than over populated 
areas.

Now that baseball season is fairly 
under way, with the All-Star Game 
scheduled for the same day as the 
seventh game of the basketball play­ 
offs. it is a good time for me to rise 
in defense, if it needs any, of what is 
known as “ our national pasttime. 


Passing over, for the time being, 
the pastoral and poetic aspects of 
baseball, overlooking, for the nonce, 
the balletic characteristics and the 
symbolism of order it offers. I 
address myself to those non-lovers of 
baseball, the legions who find it 
“'boring’’ and complain that "nothing 
ever happens.” These misinformed 
malcontents, only satisfied when 
every other grounder is a double play 
and every third batter hits a 
homerun (the ultimate weapon! ». 
are only revealing their ignorance of 
the game which was witnessed and 
enjoyed last year by 34 5 million 
people, not counting untold (and un­ 
tolled) television audiences 


The great thing about the game of 
baseball, the fascination that keeps 
the turnstiles clicking and the 
•televiewer riveted to his armchair is 
the PO TENTIAL of every pitch, the 
infinite number of possibilities of 
every throw and every swing, and 
the astronom ical number of 
alternatives offered with every play. 


When the pitcher stands on the 
mound (man on first) and peers in to 
the catcher for his signal, there are 
several hundred things than can 
occur with his throw — and guessing 
which one (or ones) — is what 
delights the knowledgeable fan and 
freig h ts that moment (when 
“ nothing is happening ”) with antici­ 
pation and excitement. 


Consider just a few of the 
possibilities of this one situation the 
runner will steal; the hit-and-run is 
on: there’s a pitchout; the bunt is on; 
the batter will hit a single, double, 
triple or homerun; he will strike out; 
he will bounce to short; the shortstop 
will field it starting a double play, he 
will kick it into left field. 


After this pitch, will there be two 
outs or two runs in? Will there be a 
rundown9 Catcher pounces on bunt, 
does he gamble for the out at second, 
or go to first9 If the batter’s drive 
finds the power alley in right, will 
the runner try to score from first9 
How is the fielder’s throw, the relay, 
the dramatic slide into home plate9 
And if the pitch is a ball, everything 
goes back again to where it was, with 
a ll the sam e p o te n tia l and 
opportunity for the vast number of 
variations. And if that was ball 
three, new variables enter the 


game s strategic computer. If 3-0, 
does the batter take (not swing)? If 
3-2 is the hit-and-run on? 
The potential of each pitch is fur­ 
ther heightened by the slight, subtle 
maneuvers and signals among the 
players. The shortstop gestures to the 
second baseman that he will cover on 
a steal attempt TTie center fielder, 
seeing the catcher’s signal for a 
fastball, takes two casual steps to his 
left, knowing the batter will hit to 
right center. The third baseman 
guards the line; the first baseman 
hovers for a bunt And all of the 
m an e u ve rs a re m ade w ith 
knowledge of known factors — the 
speed of the pitcher’s fastball, the 
hitter’s batting average, is he a 
righthander against righthanded 
pitching, what of the sun. the winds, 
artificial turf or real grass9 Only the 
com puter could m arshal and 
rationalize all the variables - yet 
each player is in field must do it, 
time and again through the long 
afternoon. 
Nothing ever happens? Knowledge 
of the intricacies erf baseball makes 
every pitch an adventure with 
infinite possibilities 
Does chess 
have no strategy, chamber music no 
structure, ballet no art or purpose0

D EAR DR LAM B - My mother 
recen tly died at age 64 from 
hypertensive arteriosclerotic car­ 
diovascular disease. Could you 
please explain this condition? 
As far as we know she had no 
symptoms. Would this disease have 
taken a long time to develop? What 
caused it? What could have been 
done to prevent it? 
DEAR R EA D ER - It is always a 
shock to lose a loved one If it has to 
happen, a sudden demise during 
sleep with no symptoms or disability 
before that is the best way. You have 
the satisfaction of knowing that your 
mother was spared prolonged anx­ 
iety and pain that might have accom­ 
panied a stroke 
Your mother died of a stroke High 
blood pressure increases the speed of 
changes in the arteries. These 
changes are the fatty-cholesterol 
deposits that may suddenly obstruct 
an artery If the heart is involved it 
causes a heart attack and if the 
artery is to the brain it causes a 
stroke 
Such events are quite common in 
our population. As I explain in The 
Health Letter number 2-5 on strokes, 
there are about 200,000 such deaths in 
the United States each year I am 
sending you that issue so you can bet­ 
ter understand the problem Others 
who want more information on 
strokes and what to do about them 
can send 50 cents with a long, 


stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope 
for this issue 
I want to emphasize to my other 
readers that this is one reason why 
there has been a national campaign 
to find people with high blood pres­ 
sure and to treat it Adequate treat­ 
ment of high biood pressure helps 
delay or prevent strokes. Even 
despite treatment the stroke can still 
occur 
High blood pressure and the 
changes in the arteries usually do not 
cause any symptoms. It is a silent 
disease Often the first symptom is 
of a complication such as a heart at­ 
tack or a stroke. 
Diet, weight control, not smoking

This is really an outgrowth of the 
observation that cereal fiber found in 
whole wheat before it is milled and 
converted to white flour improves 
bowel function The colon ne«*ds a 
minimal amount of undigestible 
fiber to contract and relax normally 
in performing its function. 
There are no nutrients in any of the 
fibers that we can use Our body does 
not break down cellulose, but some 
animals are able to do this. Cellulose 
is really a form of carbohydrate and 
animals who can break it down use it 
as carbohydrate, just as we use 
starch.

EDITOR’S NOTE: The 
smell of smoke may be the 
first signal that your house 
Is on fire.

Here, in 
the third of a three-part 
series, is look at some of 
the things you know.

Thousands of lives and 
b illio n s of d o llars in 
property are going up in 
flam es each year, and 
many Americans are turn­ 
ing to home smoke detec­ 
tors to lessen their chances 
of being one of the losers 
The N a tio n a l F ir e 
Prevention and Control Ad­ 
m inistration 
estim ates 
that sales of smoke de­ 
tectors may reach the $200 
million mark by 1980, up 
from $87 million iast year. 
The agency would like to 
see the devices in 25 per 
cent of American homes by 
1980 and in 75 per cent by 
1990 
Smoke detectors have 
gotten a boost from state 
and local authorities who 
are requiring them in some 
or all new buildings Such 
regulations are in effect in 
more than 30 states, ac­ 
cording to the fire preven­ 
tion unit. 
The proliferation of 
models — Underwriters 
Lab o rato ries says 98 
brands of smoke alarms 
meet its standards this 
year, up from only four in 
1970 
- 
has 
caused 
problems for consumers 
trving to buy wisely. 
“ Too often ... the con­ 
sumer has inadequate 
knowledge of the workings 
of detectors and of place­ 
ment and servicing once he 
has purchased one or more 
detectors,'1 said a spokes­ 
man for the National 
Bureau of Standards in the 
Department of Commerce. 
Most experts agree that 
the detectors have the 
potential to save lives. 
Commerce Department 
studies show that smoke 
detectors could cut deaths 
from home fires, now 
about 12.000 annually, by 
m<»re than 40 per cent. 
Howard Tipton, au- 
ministrator of the fire 
prevention unit, calls the 
home smoke detector “ the 
m ost 
s ig n ific a n t 
technological weapon our 
nation has to reduce fire 
deaths and destruction.” 
According to govern­ 
ment experts, smoke 
detectors generally cost 
between $30 and $50, al­ 
though some models may 
be slightly more expen­ 
sive, depending on such ex­ 
tra features as test but­ 
tons 
All of the smoke alarm 
systems work by sensing 


the rising smoke from a 
fire and sounding a warn­ 
ing. Don't worry about 
sleeping through the 
alarm. “ They make an 
atrocious noise,” ex­ 
plained one owner 
There are two types ot 
detectors on the market: 
photoelectric and ioniza­ 
tion chamber. Both can 
detect smoke far from the . 
origin of the fire. 
The photoelectric detec­ 
tor uses a photoelectric 
bulb that sends forth a 
beam of light. When smoke 
enters the detector, light 
trom the beam is reflected 
from the smoke particles 
into a photocell and the 
alarm is triggered. 
The ionization chamber 
model contains a small 
radiation sources that 
produces e le c tric a lly 
ch arg ed 
a ir 
m o le ­ 
cules called ions 
The 
presence of the ions allows 
a small electric current to 
flow in the chamber. When 
smoke particles enter the 
cham ber, they attach 
themseves to the ions and 
reduce the flow of electric 
current. The change in the 
current sets off the alarm 
(G o v e rn m e n t 
and 
private testing agencies 
have rejected claims the 
small amount of the radia­ 
tion produced by the ioni­ 
zatio n 
m odels 
is 
dangerous; before any 
detector is placed on the 
market, the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission 
perform s a rad iatio n 
safety analysis to make 
sure that the model meets 
safety requirements.) 
Manufacturers of ioniza­ 
tion models claim that 
their alarms can respond 
more quickly to invisible 
fume particles. The Na­ 
tional Bureau of Standards 
says, however, that both 
types of detectors “ are 
equally effective in the 
home” if properly in­ 
stalled. They say ionization 
detectors generally will 
react more quickly to 
fla m in g 
fire s , 
but 
photoelectric models re­ 
spond taster to smoulder­ 
ing fires. 
You may want to install 
both kinds of detectors, but 
the authorities stress that 
there is no need to. 
The d e te c to rs are 
powered by batteries or by 
household current. The 
battery-operated models — 
usually of the ionization 
variety — are easier to in­ 
stall, but you will have to 
replace 
the batteries 
approximately once a year 
at a cost of $2 to $10. 
Battery-operated detec­ 
to rs ap p ro ved by a 
recognized testing agency 
such as U nderw riters 
Laboratories — UL — are 
required to sound a trouble 
signal — a sort of chirping 
sound - when the batteries 
need to be replaced The 
signal usually lasts for 


seven days. If you will be 
away from home for a long 
period of time, check your 
alarm when you return. 
Detectors which operate 
on household current may 
be plugged into an existing 
outlet or perm anently 
wired into the home's 
electrical system. If you 
choose the first option, 
make sure the outlet does 
not operate with an on-off 
wall switch, since you 
could turn the detector off 
accidentally. If you want a 
permanently wired sys­ 
tem you will need an elec­ 
trician for installation. Ex­ 
pect to pay between $25 
and $50. 
L ik e 
the 
b a tte ry 
operated devices, the 
detectors that run on 
current include a warning 
— usually a light — to in­ 
dicate that the power is 
functioning 


If you are unsure about 
which model to buy or 
where to install it, check 
your local fire department. 
As a general rule, the best 
place for any alarm is on 
the ceiling or high on an in­ 
side wall just below the 
ceiling. (That s because 
smoke rises.) If your home 
has more than one story, 
you will need a detector on 
every level. The detector 
for the first floor should be 
placed on the ceiling at the 
base of the stairwell. 


blow the smoke away. 
You also should keep the 
detector away from air 
conditioners and fans. It 
generally is not a good idea 
to place the alarm in the 
kitchen or too close to a 
fireplace because of die 
possibility of false alarms. 
False alarms also can be 
set off by dirt 
Dust or

detector once every 30 
days, using the test button 
if there is one, or blowing 
smoke into the unit

(NEA) - For 13 of his 33 
years. Sam Brown of 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, sold 
shoes. It was a family 
business and it did well, 
eventually expanding to 13 
stores in several states. 
T he 
B r o w n s 
w e r e 
conservative, religious — 
and voted Republican. So. 
too. was Sam Brown. Jr., 
conservative and religious 
— until he reached voting 
age 
The Vietnam war was 
on. and Sam discovered an 
amazing facet of American 
life. “If you were rich in 
America." he recalls, “you 
didn't have to go to war.“ 
Sam was opposed to the 
w a r 
on 
i d e o l o g i c a l 
grounds. By 1969. he was 
the chief figure in the 
Vietnam Moratorium, a 
movement he founded, 
inspired and led in protest 
a g a i n s t the war. He 
demonstrated, vocally and 
visibly, outside the White 
House. 
Today, on the average of 
once a week, you 11 find 
Sam Brown inside the 
White House. He is the 
director of ACTION, the 
federal volunteer service 
agency established in July 
1971. whose two most 
visible prongs are VISTA 
<Volunteers in Service to 
America), which alleviates 
p o v e r t y 
in 
l o ca l l y 
sponsored projects mi the 
domestic front, and the 
Peace Corps, promoting 
good will for America 
internationally. Sam, the 
old truculent activist, has 
more than 244.000 vo­ 
lunteers and a far-flung 
bureaucratic apparatus 
under his aegis. 
One of his first acts was 
to dispense with the 
chauffeur-driven limousine 
at his disposal. “Can you 
imagine," he asks, “the 
head of a poverty program 
with a limousine?” 
Sam makes $52,000 a 
vear. He could still pass 


for a shoe salesman. On 
this day. visiting a western 
outpost of ACTION, which 
will take him to a session 
with volunteers at the San 
Francisco County jail, he 
is well tailored in a beige 
brown suit, with a white 
shirt and tie. His stylish 
m u s t a c h e is n e a t l y 
trimmed. His hair is 
combed He looks like a 
young, 
e n e r g e t i c 
professional. 
“The liberals have this 
image that they can t find 
the bathroom without he­ 
lp.” Sam muses. “I have 
this image of an activist. I 
am a good administrator 
who happened to be 
involved in social change 
things ” 
Ev en when he was 
deepest into his activism*, 
running Gene McCarthy's 
primary campaign in 1968 
in New Hampshire and the 
Moratorium in 1969, he 
insists that his main 
concerns 
transcended 
effluvial, cranial issues 
“The problems I dealt 
with." he says, “were how 
many toilets do you need 
for a half million people 
making a march? More 
important, how do you 
arrange the distribution of 
toilet paper so there’ll be 
enough late in the day?" 
Sam was appointed to his 
job 
at 
ACTION 
in 
February by President 
Jimmy Carter. The road 
back to Washington follows 
a natural drift into politics 
by Sam after his anti-war 
activities. 
He moved to Colorado 
and 
s e t t l e d 
in 
the 
mountains near historic 
Central City, ostensibly to 
write a book. But it didn't 
work ami when Denver, in 
1972, was awarded the 1976 
Winter Olympics. Sam put 
together a group to oppose 
public funding of the 
Games They defeated the 
initiative. 
In 1974. he ran for State 
Treasurer and defeated the 
incumbent. Palmer Burch,

who had been in office for 
20 years. He remembers 
campaigning in Sterling. 
Colo., and telling the 
people there, “If I look 
familiar, it's because I 
knelt at your feet last 
year.” Selling shoes at one 
of the Brown's Shoe Fit 
company branch stores. 
If State Treasurer seems 
a st range choice for 
elective office by the 
socially concerned young 
man. he explains, “I have 
always believed that our 
main problems in this 
country are economic. 
When I left Colorado after 
two years for this job in 
Washington, the banks 
closed for a day." Sam 
winks at the facetious 
remark. “ Actually, it s a 
very conservative state 
fiscally. They had come to 
feel better about me after 
two years, and I had come 
to feel better about them. 
They thought at first I was 
crazy," 
Sam was a member of 


the platform committee of 
15 who drew up the 
Democratic platform for 
the Carter candidacy in 
1976. “ I disagreed with 
Carter on many things." he 
admits "I didn't support 
him. I was for Sen Fred 
Harris at first, then Mo 
I'dall and finally Frank Ch­ 
urch." 
So how did he get lured 
back to Washington” 
‘No one talks about 
poverty any more. When 
the job at ACTION came 
up. I asked Carter, Do you 
c a r e 
a b o u t 
t h e s e 
programs”’ 
“ I wanted to be sure 
they'd start funding them 
again 
Nixon didn't care 
about poor people. For 
eight years, the budget had 
been 
r e d u c e d . 
Our 
programs have a broad 
l eg i sl at i ve m a n d a t e . 
VISTA is no band-aid 
program I've seen how it 
can work at the grass roots 
level. 
“One VISTA volunteer 


could have beaten one-way 
streets in Denver so that 
they don't become 45-mile- 
an-hour freeways for the 
people coming in from the 
suburbs in the morning and 
going out again at night. If 
you have children, do you 
want them crossing the 
streets against that tr­ 
affic?" 
Sam says he reports to 
the President directly. 
“We get along well," he 
notes. “I just have to call 
his appointments secretary 
to see him. In six weeks in 
Washington. I've seen him 
half a dozen times. He’s 
terrific He's good about 
supporting people who 
work for him. ” 
When Brown travels on 
business, he shuns high- 
priced expense account ho­ 
tels. He stays with vo­ 
lunteers to find out about 
their work. In a midnight 
gab session with one, he 
was asked, “What do you 
really do for people?" 
“The answer, " says 
Sam, “ is sloppy and 
sentimental. We’re not a 
service program because 
service implies victims. 
Our overarching concern is 
to help people get control 
over their lives, whether 
i t’s stopping one-way 
streets in one area or 
getting enough food to eat 
in another.” 
Brown's concern is not 
feigned 
A decade ago. 
After having gained a ma- 
s t e r ’s 
d e g r e e 
in 
government, he abruptly 
isolated himself in divinity 
school at Harvard — not to 
become a minister but “to 
studythg problem of what 
you ought to do with your 
life ” 
He is sure his activism 
has had some effect. At 
least at home: 
“ My father voted for 
Nixon in '68. He voted for 
George McGovern in 1972 
and Jimmy Carter in ‘76. *

The percentage of un­ 
listed residential phone 
numbers has been climbing 
a little bit nearly every 
year since the early 1960s. 
The increase is especially 
evident in urban areas. In 
Los Angeles. 38 per cent of 
the phones are unlisted; in 
Chicago. 33 per cent aren’t 
listed and in New York, 
more than 30 per cent 
aren’t listed 


The American Telephone 


& Telegraph Co. estimates 
that as many as 16 per cent 
of all residential phone 
numbers in the country are 
unlisted In 1972, when the 
company stopped col­ 
lecting nationwide data on 
unlisted numbers, the 
figure was 12 per cent. 
While phone customers 


aren't asked why they want 
an unlisted number, 
several Bell System 
spokesmen offered some 
opinions. 
“ People get annoying 


and harassing calls,'' a 
New York Telephone Co. 
spokesman said. “ Single 
women are very big users 
of nonpublished num­ 
bers.” 
Having an unlisted 


number means it is not in 
the phone book, is not 
available through direc­ 
tory assistance and is only 
given out in an extreme 
emergency at the discre­ 
tion of a designated phone 
company manager. 
The telephone company 


says it is not pleased with 
this 
trend 
toward 


anonymity. 
“ Some customers have a 


real and continuing need 
lor the service and we 
provide 
it 
when 


requested,” said Lawrence 
Garfinkel, AT&T's direc­ 
tor of rate and tariff plann­ 
ing “ However, it detracts 
from the value of the ser­ 
vice — not only for the 
customer with the nonpub- 
11shed number but also for 
people who can’t reach the 
person with the non­ 
published number. 
“ It also is a very costly 


service for us to provide 
and has the added effect of 
increasing the time it takes 
to handle directory as­ 
sistance calls." 


The New York Telephone 


Co. spokesman said, “ The 
growth in nonpublished 
numbers increased the 
calls to directory as­ 
sistance dramatically. It 
causes us problems. We 
also point out to customers 
that there are emergencies 
that come up where people 
may not be able to get in 
touch with them.” 


In Los Angeles, a 


spokesman for the Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
said the main reason for 
customers seeking unlisted 
numbers is their “ need for 


privacy in a big city. It 
never fails that between 5 
and 8 every night people 
want to loan you money, 
sell you insurance, take 
pictures of your kids and 
clean your carpets. ” 
A spokesman for Pacific 


Northwest Bell Telephone 
Co. in Seattle said. “ We 
don’t query anybody that 
asks for a nonpublished 
number. Privacy of com­ 
munications is something 
we have to be concerned 
about. But sometimes the 
customer offers a reason 
— maybe it’s to avoid 
harassment by a previous 
husband " 
The New York Telephone 


Co. spokesman said: “ It’s 
an urban phenomenon Our 
records show that demand 
for nonpublished service 
remained fairly constant 
until the mid-1950s and it 
has gone up with the in­ 
crease in the crime rate.”

over truth 
FT. W A IN W R IG H T , 


Alaska (AP) - Along with 
its spit and polish GI 
stories, the brash and 
breezy Yukon Sentinel 
wades with abandon into 
subjects seldom found in 
an Army newspaper. 
The Ft. Wainwright 


weekly has delved in depth 
into wife-swapping at this 
Army post in Alaska s in­ 
terior, teen-age drinking, 
drugs, rape and alco­ 
holism among the troops 


It has also focused issues 


on contraceptives, suicide 
m ilita ry unions and 
“ irresponsible 
intimacy' 


among men and women 
soldiers 


Robert L. Komcki, the 


paper’s editor, says he and 
his staff of three military 
writers try to “ tackle sub­ 
jects of real importance to 
the soldiers here, things 
that affect their everyday 
lives.” 
K o n ic k i, 
a 
staff 
sergeant, gives a great 
measure of credit for the 
leeway the paper has in its 
choice of subject matter to 
Col John R 
Black, the 


post commander. Konicki 
quotes Black as once tell­ 
ing him. 
“ I don't care what you 


print, as long as it's the 
truth.” 
Konicki says some of the 


paper's articles have 
“ caught flak from all 
over." He remembers par­ 
ticularly an issue devoted 
to alcoholism among the 
troops at Ft. Wainwright, 
adjacent to Fairbanks. 
The paper’s staffers took 


on their superiors in that 
one 
“ Officers and NCOs 


(noncommissioned of­ 
ficers) on this installation 
are responsible for the 
health and safety of their 
men,” the Sentinel said. 
“ Is this responsibility 


being discharged properly9 
Or are people getting killed 
because no one in a posi 
tion of responsibility took 
the time to insure they 
received adequate care for 
an often fatal condition, 
alcoholism. 
“ In the past few weeks 


there has been a dramatic 
increase in the number and 
seriousness of alcohol- 
related incidents on Ft 
Wainwright, ... And in far 
too many cases, the NCOs 
and officers who could 
have done something to 
prevent or reduce tragedy 
... did nothing.” 
Says Konicki: “ We real­ 
ly caught it from the unit 
commanders and the NCOs 
on^ that one They said, 
'We’re not killers.* 
“ But Col. B la c k ’s 


response was: ‘I don't give 
a damn Anger I can chan­ 
nel, but apathy 1 can’t do a 
damned thing about.” * 


Konicki says Black told a 


staff meeting that he'd get 
rid of any officer who took 
an apathetic attitude 
toward alcoholism. 
In an article on wife- 


swapping. the Sentinel said 
it had found that “ wife- 
swapping exists on Ft. 
Wainwright, but to what 
extent is questionable.” 


Included was an inter­ 
view with four couples — 
whose names were not 
used — who admitted to 
wife-swapping 


One of the men said he 


and his wife had been Dart 
of two groups 
totaling 


about 16 couples, which 
engaged in wife-swapping, 
“ und that’s all I know 
about on post

The 1957 film about the man they 
called “ Lucky Lindy” stars Jimmy 
Stewart, the tall, lanky veteran actor 
and selfprofessed flying nut who’d 
want to play the Linidbergh role for 
years. 
Stewart chuckled in recalling a 
tim e sh o rtly a fte r the film ’s 
prem iere when Lindbergh tele­ 
phoned him, said he hadn't seen the 
movie yet, but that his wife and 
children had and they liked it. 
Whereupon the aviator turned the 
phone over to his wife, Stewart said, 
and Mrs Lindbergh told him: “ At 
one point in the flight, when you were 
sort of getting out of the ice storm 
and were down close to the water, 
one of the children leaned over to me 
and said. 
Mommy, Daddy does 
make i t doesn't he?’” 
Stewart, who turned 15 the day 
Lindbergh took off for Paris, was 
asked about his first trip aloft in a 
plane 
“ I was about 11,” he said in that 
famous drawl that has sustained 
nearly three generations of night 
club mimics. “ 1 went up in an old 
Curtiss pusher with Ruth Dare, a 
wonderful pilot. 
“ I don't know if this m eans 
anything, but on our way out to the 
airport, my dad picked up the family 
doctor.” 
Stewart since has flown all manner 
of aircraft, from the biplane in which 
he soloed in 1935, to B24s he flew in 
combat in World War II, to B52 jet 
bombers during his career in the Air 
Force Reserve. 
The actor, who retired as an Air 
Force brigadier general in 1969, still 
occasionally drifts around the skies 
of Southern California, not in a jet, 
but in a tiny plane whose predecessor 
was the VW of aviation. 
He grinned like a proud father and 
pulled a photograph of it from his 
wallet. The bird was a two-place, 
single-engine Piper Super Cub. He 
says it can do 100 m.p.h. “ with a 
good tailwind." 
Stewart, who learned to fly in an 
era where pilots heard the wind 
whistling through the wires, worried 
whether the canvas on the wing 
would stay put, was asked if he 
thinks the fun's gone in this jet age. 
“ I think it has, in a way,” he 
mused. “ But i still have fun in my 
plane because it's very noisy and 
very uncomfortable, especially for 
somebody with legs as long as mine.

“Snrvivar is an intense satirical drama that lashes out 
and grips you in the immediacy of South African 
oppression of its indigenous people. 


The South African Black Theater Project *77 
performance at Cal Poly Tuesday night was well- 
received. The performers — Seth Sibanda, Dan Maredi, 
Themba Ntinga and David Kekana — are intelligent, 
articulate young black South Africans who address 
freedom and survival under apartheid 
with music, 
cliches that become fresh in delivery, mime, light, sound, 
satire and tongue in cheek humor. 


The terrifying message of the depravity of black life in 
South Africa is softened by the quartet of “jailbtrds- 
songbirds” who at times recall the rhythm and blues 
routine of the Four Tops and incorporate familiar 
expressions and events of black Americans Euphemisms 
and cliches are delivered with style and laced with a 
fresh, biting humor. 


These young men — Bantu and Zulu — spice "Survival” 
with fluent English and Afrikaneers as well as their 
native tongues. Everything about the presentation 
electrifies and defies the argument of biological 
inferiority. You are caught up in a state of suspension as 
they examine moral questions associated with apartheid, 
the strongest and most humiliating system of servitude 
and segregation in the modern world. 


The audience is racially mixed and receptive to the 
message A common objective of "going for the sun” and 
surviving “until the freedom day” links the players and 
the audience in a new theatrical experience.

similar to the one you 
could have bought for 
$24,600 in 1967 costs 
$52,300 today, the Com­

That's more than a 
100 per cent increase in 
10 years. 
In the firs t th re e 
months of this year, the 
cost of an a v erag e 
single-family home rose 
5.3 per cent, about dou­ 
ble the increase of the 
p r e v i o u s 
s e v e r a l 
quarters, according to 
the Census Bureau. 
“ T h i s 
w a s 
t h e 
strongest quarterly rise 
in prices since at least 
the housing boom of 
1972-73,” 
said 
Adren 
Cooper, economic infor­ 
mation officer in the 
C o m m e r c e 
D e p a r t ­ 
ment. 
Although the Census 
Bureau report did not 
try to expl ai n the 
r e a s o n s

Tennessee Senate adopts honor code: 
Ten Commandments and Golden Rule 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
(AP) — A Tennessee 
s t a t e s e n a t o r who 
covets his neighbor’s 
wife or fails to uphold 
the Sabbath could have 
trouble holding onto his 
job. 
By a vote of 26 to 4, 
the state senate ap­ 
proved its first honor 
code this w eek—and 
made sure the Ten Com­ 
m a n d m e n t s and the 
Golden Rule were part 
of it. 
Leading the fight to 
replace the proposed 
code with the Ten Com­ 
m an d m e n t s and the 
G o l d e n 
R u l e 
wa s 
Democratic Sen. Hal­ 
bert Harvill, at 83 the 
oldest member of the 
General Assembly. 
“ I've decided this is 
the best ethics in the 


world ... It has stood the 
test for thousands of 
years,” said Harvill. 
The adoption of the 
code, which Democrat 
Jam es Sullivan, head of 
the code-drafting com­ 
mittee, called one of the 
strongest in the nation, 
followed two days of 
parliam entary chaos. 
Opponents of the code 
tried to force a vote 
deciding between the 
commandments and the 
code. 
“ If you take out the 
Ten 
Com m andm ents 
and the rest of it, I don’t 
believe a man in here 
can be re-elected,” said 
Harvill, a senator for 13 
years. 
“This would make the 
Ten Commandments an 
attached thing, and not 
the real thing. When you 


do that, you destroy the 
meaning,” he said. 
The inclusion of the 
Biblical passages is a 
very real thing. They 
are given equal weight 
in the code along with 
more traditional ethical 
standards. 
T h e o r e t i c a l l y , 
if 
charges were brought 
against a senator for 
violating a command­ 
ment or the Golden Rule 
— “ Do unto others as 
you would have them do 
unto you” — and the 
charges were substan­ 
tiated. the senator could 
be expelled. 
The lively debate over 
th e c o d e i n v o l v e d 
frequent Bible quota­ 
tions and disagreement 
over the meaning of 
some verses. 
D e m o c r a t 
J o h n 


Rucker, who helped 
draft the initial code, 
a r g u e d t h a t J e s u s 
Christ’s teachings had 
n u l l i fi e d t he c o m ­ 
mandments. 
“ When Jesus came to 
Earth, he abolished the 
old order,” said Rucker. 
Taking exception was 
Democrat Bill Baird, a 
long-time foe of ethics 
legislation: “ I don’t 
believe you can find 
anywhere that Jesus 
was talking about the 
Ten Commandments. 
The only thing he said 
was that ‘I give you a 
new commandment and 
that is to love one anoth­ 
e r.” ’ 
At 
o n e 
p o i n t , 
Dem ocrat John Ford 
sought to force the sena­ 
tors to vote on each 
c o m m a n d m e n t s e p ­ 


a ra tel y. They were 
voted on as a group. 
Sullivan 
expressed 
satisfaction with the 
new code, noting it es­ 
tablishes for the first 
tim e a com m ittee to 
handle com plaints of 
m isconduct by sena­ 
tors. 
“The committee can 
r e c o m m e n d t h a t a 
senator be censured, 
stripped of leadership 
positions or removed 
from the S e n a t e , ” 
Sullivan said. 
The code outlines 
what a senator may do 
in his official capacity.

Early birds get the worms — and the clams, too, during 
the early-morning low tides of summer. 
The first excellent clamming tides of the season will 
begin on Friday, June 3, and continue mornings through 
Monday. 
A rather mediocre series of tides will occur at mid­ 
month and then another good series of tides will be 
scheduled the first weekend of July, ending with a 
relatively mild bang on July 4. 
In California during the summer months, minus tides — 
these are the best clamming tides - occur in the early 
morning, whereas in the winter the best clamming tides 
occur in the afternoon. 
Don't get up too early, however; Fish and Game 
regulations permit dam ning only from one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half hour after sunset 
Clamming during the early morning hours has its 
pluses, according to Department of Fish and Game 
marine biologist Eric Knaggs of Long Beach The sea is 
generally calm and the air still. On the other hand it can 
be pretty lonely out on the beach at 5:30 a m in the 
morning. 
Another reason why summer clamming is not, as 
popular as winter clamming is the mussel quarantine 
order issued by the California Department of Health 
The quarantine, which extends from May 1 through Oct 
31. forbids the taking of mussels except for use as fish 
bait. Department of Health officials note that during the 
summer months mussels may concentrate a toxic 
material that is highly poisonous to man 
Public notices of the mussel quarantine also warn that 
clams should be cleaned and washed thoroughly before 


should be 
codking. and 
discarded. 
In addition, clams should be taken only from areas free 
from sewage contamination. 
For the most part, however, the clams taken along the 
California coastline are suitable for eating summer and 
winter, 
Prospective clammers should be sure and carry a valid 
fishing license if they are 16 years of age or older, and 
they must possess an accurate measuring device if they 
wish to take clams — such as Pismos — on which there is 
a size limit.

California: 
San Clemente. 
Balboa. Ventura, Morro 
Beach, Monterey Bay, Bodega Bay. Albion, Humboldt

You can begin clamming one-half hour before sunrise.

NEW YORK (U P I) — Inflation fears hit Wall Street Fri­ 
day and prices were sharply lower during morning 
trading of New York Stock Exchange issues Turnover 
was fairly active. 
A l»abor Department report showing that the consumer 
price index took another big jump in April was responsi­ 
ble for the skid, analysts said. 
The Dow Jones industrial average, which lost 5.43 
points Thursday, was off 6.02 points to 930 48 shortly 
before noon. Declines led advances. 686 to 402 among the 
1.596 issues crossing the tape 
Turnover amounted to about 8,500.000 shares, compared 
with 8.600.000 shares traded during the first two hours 
Thursday. 
The report from the Labor Department was released at 
the time of the market’s opening at 10 a.m. EDT and 
stock prices, briefly off at the start, then went down 
sharply. 
The department said the consumer price index in April 
was up 0.8 per cent, equal to a rise of 9.6 per cent on an an­ 
nual basis. It was the fourth consecutive month of a rise 
in this barometer of inflation. 
Wall Street particularly regards inflation as a plague 
since it tends to depress stock prices. 
A big jump in food and energy prices was generally 
responsible for the rise in the index, with food prices 
alone up 1.5 per cent, about twice the rate of the March in­ 
crease. 
The government said that if the index excluded food and 
energy prices, the rise for the month would have 
amounted only to 0 6 per cent, the same as the April 
figure. 
The report came amid a generally euphoric stance by 
Wall Street toward the economy in light of earlier reports 
this week showing rises last month in such areas as per­ 
sonal income, business sales and inventories and in­ 
dustrial production.

Q — When you come into 
our house with a car, you 
walk from the garage up 
the stairs to the kitchen. I 
want to paint those stairs. 
Since they are used con­ 
stantly, how do I paint 
them and still not tie up the 
stairs for a day or two? 
A. —T h ere a re two 
methods. One is to paint 
alternate steps and use 
only the unpainted treads 
until the others are dry. 
Then you reverse the 
process The disadvantage 
of this is that the members 
of the household must be 
able to climb two steps at a 
time, not always possible 
for elderly persons. The 
other method is to paint 
one side of the steps first 
and use the other side for 
going up and down until the 
first side is thoroughly dry. 
When the second side is 
painted, use the first side 
for traffic. In this method, 
it is im portant,after the 
second side is painted, to 
attach a sign somewhere 
indicating which is which. 


Q —We plan to add a 
room to our house. We in­ 
tend to get an architect. 
Meanwhile, should we get 
some kind of data from 
town authorities so that we 
can present it to the 
architect so we do not 
violate any regulations? 
A —It is not necessary if 
you are using a local 
architect. He will know 
everything there is to know 
about local codes and 
rules. If he didn’t, he would 
not be able to obtain the 
necessary building permit. 


It won’t hurt, though, to 
ask him to ex p lain 
som ething about the 
regulations so that you will 
know which choices you 
have and what are the ad­ 
vantages of each. 


Q. — We have to buy 
some furniture soon. Is 
solid wood better than 
veneer? Is hardwood bet­ 
ter than soft? Is there any 
way we can tell good quali­ 
ty furniture from poor? 


A —Detailed answers to 
those three questions 
would fill this page and. 
even then, you would have 
to do a lot of looking to get 
the knack of determining 
degrees of quality. For ex­ 
ample. a veneer top on a 
’table is generally placed 
there because it has a bet­ 
ter appearance than the 
wood to which it is at­ 
tached, but veneers come 
in different thicknesses 
and types that affect the 
quality of the entire piece 
of furniture. Hardwoods 
usually are stronger than 
softwoods, but there are 
notable exceptions, and 
wood finishing techniques 
are so refined that it often 
is difficult to tell one from 
the other. Good quality fur­ 
niture is well constructed, 
but the manufacturers of 
interior furniture know 
what we ll-informe d 
customers have learned to 
look for and sometimes use 
little gimmicks to make 
something appear what it 
isn’t Sounds discouraging, 
doesn’t it? 
It’s not quite that bad.

Q. — I understand there 
is an x-ray process where­ 
by it can be determined 
whether there is sufficient 
iasulation in a house. Can 
you tell me anything about 
it? 


A. — The process is 
called thermography and 
utilizes infrared scanning 
to see where heat is being 
lost through insufficient in­ 
sulation. It’s not X-raying 
that does this, but a spe­ 
cial camera that detects 
heat radiated from a sur­ 
face and converts it into an 
electrical signal. The 
signal is shown on a kind of 
miniature TV receiver and 
requires analyzation to de­ 
termine where and at what 
rate heat is being lost. 


Q. — We would like to in­ 
stall slate tiles in our 
foyer. The present floor is 
wood. Can the slate be 
placed right over the 
wood? 


A. — Yes. Be sure the 
present floor is solid before 
beginning. Nail down any 
loose boards. Remove any 
grease, wax or loose paint. 
If there are obstructions or 
odd spaces in the foyer that 
will require cutting some 
of the tiles, rent a tile cut­ 
ter from the place where 


you purchase the slate. Do 
not take home the cutter 
until you are ready to do 
the job. otherwise you will 
find yourself paying for 
rental time while the cut­ 
ter lies idle.

Shellac is no longer “the 
beginning and the end of 
wood finishes that it was 
hundreds of years ago Yet 
it has retained a con­ 
siderable measure of its 
popularity despite the inva­ 
sion of so many high- 
quality modern finishes, 
especially the synthetic 
varnishes. 
This tenaciousness is due 
partly to its versatility as a 
sealer, an undercoat or a 
final finish, but even more 
so to the fact that it is easy 
to apply, dries rapidly, can 
be touched up when neces- 
sary 
and 
has good 
resistance to abrasion. Its 
high gloss is considered 
desirable by many, but can 
be reduced to any required 
effect by steel wooling or 
rubbing 
Shellac's disadvantages 
are that it cannot be ap­ 
plied in a room or area 
where there is high 
humidity; that it must be 
purchased in a quantity 
that will be used im 
mediately or within a few 
months, since it does not 
store well; and that it is 
soluble to most liquids, 
which is why it is seldom 
used as a final finish on 
tables. 
Shellac is rarely used as 
ti comes out of the con­ 
tainer and should be thin­ 
ned with d e n a t u re d 
alcohol. It comes in so- 
called “cut” mixtures. A4- 
pound cut means that four 
pounds of shellac gum have 
been dissolved in one 
gallon of alcohol to 
produce that particular 
mixture. 
There also are 3 and 5- 
pound cuts. All should be 
thinned further for most 
purposes, but the best 
sytem for beginners is to 
use 50 per cent of shellac to 
50 per cent of denatured 
alcohol 
Later, you can 
vary the proportions as you 
see fit, but you may find 
the 50-50 mixture serves 
nearly all your needs 
Two kinds of shellac are 
sold generally — white and 
orange The white actually 
is clear and is the moat 
widely used The orange is 
recommended when a 
darker color is desired 
without hiding the grain of 
i the wood. 
\Vh*»n using shellac on 
unfinished wood or that 
from which the old finish 
has been removed, it s a 
good idea to wipe the sur 
face thoroughly with 
denatured alcohol, moat 
especially when the wood 
has been sanded first. As 
with most finishes, two cm* 
three thin coats are better 
than one thick coat. I have 
found it good practice to 
use a mixture of three 
parts of alcohol to one of 
shellac as the first coat, 
then the 5040 mixture as 
the second and third coats 
Although shellac dries in 


much less than three 
hours. I wait that long 
between coats, sand the 
surface lightly with a fine 
grade of sandpaper and use 
a dry brush to remove any 
grit residue. 
If the high gloss of the 
final finish is suitable, all 
that remains is to apply a 
coat of paste wax and rub 
it in. Or you can use a 
liquid polisher which con­ 
tains some of the in­ 
gredients of paste wax and 
is designed to eliminate all 
or most of the rubbing 
Suppose, after putting on 
the final coat, you discover 
that is too glossy? You can 
use a fine grade of steel 
wool to cut down the gloss 
a bit. Or, if you want a flat 
finish, you can rub the sur 
face with pumice and rub­ 
bing oil.

1. Combine milk, bread 
crumbs, salt, pepper and 
chill powder. Add ground 
beef and mix well Keep in 
refrigerator for later use.
